THE ItEHEFir Of LOW BATES. 


The through traffic war which has 


made its first appearance on the Coast 
demonstrates the fact that people will 
travel if (ares coma within the reach ol 
their means. 


The long and well-filled trains going 


Eastward, should teach railroad mana- 
gers that it is better to carry many pas- 
Mngers at a limited margin ol profit, 
than to carry a few agregnting the same 
gain. 


What the Coast most needs is an in- 


creased population of energetic men 
and women to take up nud develop her 
resonrces. To-day the great area west 
of the Koeky Mountains has a popula- 
tion not equal to half of that of Ohio, 
Indiana or Illinois. 


Many broad acres are waiting for the 


plow. The topography of onr country 
Is such that the products of every clime 
can be cultivated. Wh»at, corn, barley, 
fruits, cotton, rice &c., can be raised 
here and there successfully anil profit- 
ably. 


The citizens of the country'and towns 


and cities East have a burning desire to 
see the West. Heretofore the expense 
of travel kept them from coming hither. 
Many will take advantage of the present 
cut in rates, nnfl not only desirable citi- 
zens but new industries will be added 
to the producing element. 


The railroads should try the experi- 


ment of trading for the future for a time 
at least. Sh«nld they do this, they will 
Boon abandon the old regime. They 
will soon learn that it is not the true 
theory to trade on peoples' necessities. 
They will abandon tha plan of how 
much will the traffic bear. They will 
find there i» more money in working to 
develop the agricultural, commerical 
a»d manufacturing interests, and special 
local 
trade, thus making business, 


than there is in discriminating in favor 
of this or against that locality. 


All great reforms have followed in the 


wakes of war. Battles Twive' developed 
not only new ideas, but unlooked-for 
leaders. Out of this contest between 
the great rival lines, we may expect cer- 
tain revolutions that will point toward 
th» more closely linking the East and 
\Vest—toward tha most rapid develop- 
ment of all business, by an influx from 
the East of those who will be attracted 
hither not only by the cheap transporta- 
tion, but by peculiar advantages which 
our comparatively undeveloped region 
affords, and once here will remain.

A Washington correspondent of the 


Cincinnati Commercial Gazette writes: 
A certain famous gentleman, who ban a 
national reputation as a political mana- 
ger, and who has conducted State and 
national campaigns, talked with me as 
follows last evening: 


"The Presidential work is already iu 


fnll progress, and active efforts are being 
pot forth. I know that three bureaus 
at least are hard at it, and these are the 
bureaus of Hill, Logan and Blaine. 
These three gentlemen have tbeir can- 
vassers out in all directions, actively at 
work. Logan has a headquarters and 
manager in Chicago, nud another in 
Springiield. Joe Manley came over 
here a couple of weeks ago, and estab- 
lished headquarters here and also in 
New York. A muu is here under pre- 
tense of another business to look ont for 
Mr. Blaine, end is in constant commu- 
nication with Blame and agents in 
various Status. I knew ol two Congress- 
men he ban made nrrsugements with 
and pledged to Blaine who were not for 
him iu 1884. 
Hill has two men here 


who are established ut a hotel, but they 
have a private office, a clerk and steno- 
grapher, and do a heap of correspond- 
ence. Hill is putting in hard work to 
win the (Indiana men, and believes he 
can get tbe entire delegations from that 
State a.ad New York. 


"There is a prospect that Cleveland 


will be th« nominee of A third party, 
composed of Civil Service Reform Demo- 
crats and Mugwumps, the officeholders 
and their friends. 


-"If Blame is renominnted the Mug- 


wumps will make that the excuse lor 
keeping ont of the regular Republican 
organization and adhering to Cleveland, 
and fo lowing him in a third party. 


"Th« Mugwumps do not want to go 


clean over into the Democratic organi- 
zation, bnt they are tied np to Cleve- 
land. They think they made him ftm; 
they want any excuse to follow him, 
They want to take, him still more com- 
pletely to themselves and rule anc 
posses the organization that nominates 
him in 1888. They would rather see 
Blaine nominated than not, for then they 
can fall down before tbeir god open); 
and feel themselves vindicated. The; 
will demand that the Republicans nom. 
inate Edmunds to secure the Mugwump 
vote. It this is not done they will go 
on with tha programme. ' I was told 
Vo.at they might agree to support Sber 
man if nominated; indeen, if that occur 
red it would be hard to hold tbe organi 
zation of these most exemplary people 
together. But, as I said, I do not be 
lieve they want the Republicans to nom 
iuate either Edmunds or Sherman, fo 
they want to stick to Cleveland. 
" I don't see just what combination 


or elements Gen. Logan can control nuf 
fident to nominate him. He had tigb 
work for his Senatorship the la-,1 time 
though for thftl matter, Sherman wa 
not much better off. I heard tbatFrank 
Hattou had gone into the Logan cauva»s 
and would help manage il and bring i 
all tbe Arthur strength. • He was on t 
New York a little while ago, and ha< 
long interviews with Arthur, Cockling 
and others. I heard, on the other band, 
here iu Washington that this report was 
nntrne, and that Hatton would be more 
liable to support Sherman or Ev»rts. 


"George Gorham, who is as good as 


a mouth-piece for Conkhng, for he is in 
bis full confidence, told me be believed 
Coukling would give his influence to 
Sherman sooner than to any possible 
candidate, though he was personally 
very friendly to Logan, and has been 
ever since the famous 306 fight in 1880. 
Conkling believes Sherman to be the 
greatest mau now in public life. I have 
heard that negotiations have been 
opened or proposed looking to an alli- 
ance between Eiarts and Foraker far 
the ticket In 1888. Foraker is gent-rally 
looked npdn an the mo»t;promising po- 
litical timber in the country, and if he 
can be re elected and carry his State 
handsomely be will probably be in u 
condition to decline to negotiate for tbe 
second place and aspire to the first. I 
believe if his own case becomes helpless 
Mr. Blaine would give his influence to 
sacb a ticket as Shsrnwu and Heed. 
"I think tbat would be the winning 


ticket were the Republicans able to win 
at all. If they cau'l win with tbut 
ticket, then they can't win with any. 
While Sherman is the ablest Republican 
to-day, Reed is the moat bnllinnl, and 
both are clean and bouest. I have 
heard Long spoken of as a second to 
Sherman; but Lung is a dncta. I would 
about as soon think of William Walter 
Phelps for such a place. One parts his 
hair in the miildle and tbe other bau^i 
his. The voting pojiulace ol this couii 
try is not up to either siyle. yet. R-ed 
has all tbe simple, honest, awkward 
ways of a backwoodsman, but bis wit in

The Treasurer of the United States, 


n hie annual report to the Secretary of 
be Treasury, states that coin money in 
he country to-day amounts to about 
ight hundred millions of dollars, in 
onnd numbers. The earnest desire of 
be Treasurer, which he strongly recom- 
mends to the Secretary of the Treasury, 
meeting in this respect the Secretary's 
ordial endorsement, is to retire the 
Treasury notes, suspend the coinage of 
ilver and leave the country with only 
he national banks notes and the coin, 
jet ni eee what would be tbe effect of 
be action. 


Putting the amount of national bank 


notea in circulation at four hundred 
millions of dollars, we have at present 
ibout fifteen hundred millions ol money 
nclusive of the paper and coin ia the 
treasury. The amount withdrawn from 
circulation is the amount of gold in the 
Treasury reserve some two hundred mili- 
ons, and probably as much more in the 
>anks. Withdrawing the greenbacks, 
.herefore, wonld leave us with half onr 
present currency, or, in other words, 
:ontractiou to it at leant one-half. 
Aa 


suspension of silver coinage wonld de- 
wive us of the great relief of twenty- 
nillioni of dollars annually we now get 
'rom that source, tbe consequence 
would be frightful. 
The terrible times 


and distress of 1873-4 would be repeat- 


el, on a grander scale. 
As the volume 


of currency is contracted pricesoontraot; 
wheat wonld go down to thirty and for- 
;y cents cents per bushel; labor to one- 
aalf its present prices; mortgages, debts, 
bonds, fixed salaries, etc., would be 
doubled; that ia, it would take twice as 
much of the products of labor to pay 
[or them. The working people would 
be reduced to the condicion of tbe Mexi- 
can peons, and a bloody revolution 
alone settle the matter.

'Are the people ready .for any such 
scheme? Are they ready for universal 
bankruptcy?"—Washington Sunday Ga- 
zette.

This is certainly something t> 
be appreciated iu n city the size of San 
Pnmcisco, wbere over20,00t> able-bodied 
men are unable to fiurt employment 
Then, too, bis charities are numerous 
We trust the philanthropist will remain 
ber in the dispensation of bis wealtl 
some of our Nevada institutions tha 
are worthy and in need of practice 
assistance.
